Governor Walker cannot fix the 
limit of the session, but he intimat- 
ed he expected the assembly to com- 
plete its work by November 29, which 
would allow the lawmakers 20 days 
in which to adopt-a satisfactory taxa-

Berlin, August 24.—Possibilities of 
compromise between Germany and 
France have been offered by Chancel- 
lor Stresemann in his declaration that 
Germany is ready to give the entente 
“a share in Germany’s economy.” 

The significant statement was made 
in a speech before an industrial ban- 
quet here when the chancellor further 
declared : 

“For the freedom of German terri- 
tory, for saving our sovereignty and 
Stabilizing our situation, the govern- 
ment would not regard as too high a 
sacrifice the offering of a part of the 
German economy as a_ productive 
pledge for carrying out German repa- 
ritions obligations.” 

Chancellor Cuno’s last note of repa- 
ritiong had included an offer from in- 
fustrialists in Germany to underwrite 


part_of the obligations of the govern- 


mént. It had also offered railroad 
profits and funds from other sources 
n® reparations security. 

This was, at the time, considered 
as practically tantamount to a mort- 
zaze & Germany's tangible assets. 

The « ‘ent of the new offer is not 
known, It could be construed as 
meaning that Germany is willing to 
give France actual shares in German 
industries, banks, and ‘business houses. 
But it is obviously a feeler toward 
opening new avenues of discussion 
with the French. 

Stresemann stated that, as to gold 
payments, he could do no more than 
renew Cuno’s offer of 30,000,000,000 
gold marks. Cuno’s offer wag reject-

Paris, August 24.—Partial or com- 
plete cancellation of France’s war 
debt by the United States and Eng- 
land is urged in an extraordinary 
article in the Temps that has all 
earmarks of being ditectly inspired by 
Premier Poincare. 

The gist of the article is that France 
will not repudiate her debt, but that 
she does not intend to pay it as if it 
were an ordinary commercial debt, and 
will contest having it placed on such 
a footing. 

The latest effort to muddle the debt 
issue met swift response from Ameri- 
can congressmen here. 

“Any impression that America pro- 
poses to permit amounts due from Eu- 
rope to be complicated with the ques- 
tion of reparations is  erroneous,”’ 
Senator Claude A. Swanson, of Vir- 
ginia, ranking democrat in the sen- 
ate foreign relations committee, told 
the United News in discussing the 
plan. “When the debts were incurred 
there was no question of reparations, 
and it is improper to inject them 
now.”

According to the story told police 
by Mrs. R. H. Suttle Sr., the man 
sought by the’ pofice called to see 
the young bride about 9 o'clock yes- 
terday morning.

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ATTACK ON MEREDITH 


Jewell, Iowa, August 24.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—Declaring 
that he would be “only too glad” to 
go under oath to “tell the farmers of 
Iowa and the United States what I 
have learned about the financial 
schemes to drive them back to peas- 


antry,” United States Senator Smith 
W. Brookhart, addressing an‘ Amer- 
ican Legion picnic here today, re- 
newed his attack on E. T. Meredith, 
former secretary of agriculture, with 
whom he has taken issue on the fi- 
nancial condition of the farmer. It 
was Mr. Brookhart’s first public ref- 
erence to Mr. Meredith since the ‘lat- 
ter announced his intention to file a 
suit for alleged libel against the sen- 
ator. 

“Mr. Meredith, too, will be under 
oath,”. said the senator, “and we will 
find out from his own mouth whether 
he made a fight against the deflation 
of the farmers or whether he sat mum 
in the Wall street game.” 

His address follows in part: 

“My speech at Radcliffe seems to 
have offended Mr. Meredith very 
grievously and now he proposes to 
sue me for thirty cents damages. I 
am glad that he has been so con- 
siderate in the amount, for if he 
beats me that is about all that I can 
save out of my salary after paying 
this year’s deficit on my farm. 

“But Mr. Meredith does not want 
to settle. He wants to put me on 
record under oath. This I welcome. 


I will be only too glad te tell the 
farmers of Iowa and of the United 
| States under oath what I have learned 
about the financial schemes to drive 
them back to peasantry. 

“The Manufacturers’ Record says

Memphis, Tenn., August 24.—It is 
not the slow hand of a court that is 
now needed in Europe, but the strong 


‘hand of a strong government, “stand- 
ing for peace,” declared Oscar W. 
Underwood, United States senator 
from Atlanta, in addressing the final 


‘session of the convention of the Cot- 
ton States Merchants’ association here 


today. He urged that this country, 
“the strongest and greatest govern- 


ment in the world,” take a hand in 


bringing order out of European chaos, 
asserting: 

“I haven’t a doubt it could be 
done.” 

Senator Underwood, speaking on 
the subject, “The South and the 
World Markets.” declared that the 
condition of affairs in Europe was of 
“tremendous concern to American 
farmers and business men, from an 
economic standpoint. 

“Huropeah conditions are ;\s impor- 
tant business to you as the credits 
on your ledger,” the speaker. who has 


\ recently returned from a tour of over- 


seas countries engaged in the war, told 
the merchants. “What happens out- 
side the limits of this country is of as 
much interest to you as the man who 


pays cash.” 
Trade With Europe Needed. 

Establishment and development 
ef trade with Europe, which he char- 
acterized as Americas great market 
place, was urged by the senator as 
the business man’s basic requirement 
for prosperity. “Europe,” he declared, 
“has no money and no American secu- 
rities with which to buy American 
goods, bit channels of trade alone 
would permit the war-burdened coun- 
tries to regain their financial balance 
with the United States, which,” he 
said, “bas since the war become a 
great creditor nation. 

“Just one man in this country,” the 
speaker said, “is able to do anything 
about the European situation, and 
he is the president himself, through 
diplomatic channels. However,” said 
the senntor. who insisted he had not 
come to make a political speech, 
neither to dodge issues, “since the 
close of the late war “our govern- 
ment has had no foreign policr'and no 
position on the European situation. 

“Let a man ehirk a responsibility 
to his family, to his neighbor or to his 
country,” continued Mr. Underwood, 
“and in the end he will pay for it. A 
nation is only men in the millions. 
If our country shirks her responsibili- 
ty among the nations she will pay for 
it dearly.” 

Revolution Threatened. 

Referring to European’ govern- 
mental affairs, the speaker declared 
that there was not a ministry in the 
great countries which engaged in the 
war that knows it will exist two 
weeks in the future. “Not only change 
of government, but revolution itself 
is threatened,” he said. : 

“If the present German government 
shonld fall. it may he the Iast we 
shall see under the republic,” he pre- 
dicted, “‘a if it falls, chaos is the 
inevitable result.”

Cellars are proverbmlly damp in 
summer, and damper because the ¢on- 
stantly urged remedy,-“Keep the cel- 
lar windows open” is-adhered to, The 
rule should read “Keep the eellar 
windows opén when the outdoor air 


is dry, but keep them closeq when - 


humid#ty is high.” 

The condensation on cellar wells 
and cold water pipes is owing to their 
coolness. The walls have the tem- 
perature of the ground at moderate 
depths, and that temperature ig about 
the average annuai temperature of 
the region in which the building is 
located. ‘Thus, roughly, taking April 
air temperatures as guides, the wall 
temperature is from 40 to 45 degrees 
from northern Minnesota, Ontario, 
Quebec, northern New York, through 
northern New England: 45 to 50 de- 
grees from South Dakota to southern 
New England; 50 to 55 degrees from 
Nebreska and Kansas to the middle 
Atlantic coast; 55 to 60 from south- 
ern Kansas to Virginia; 60 to 65 from 
northern Texas to the Carolinas, and 
above 65 degrees from the southern 
half of Texas to southern Georgia 
and Florida. Cold water pipes have 
about the same temperature, because 
they enter the cellar from the ground. 

Outdoor air often has so much 
moisture that its dewpoint is above 
the temperature of the walls. There- 
fore, while circulating through the 
cellar the, vapor is chilled and eon- 
denses upon the cool surfaces, leav- 
ing them damper than before. Thus 
the better the circulation the damper 
the cellar. 

The obvious remedy for sweating 
cellars is to open their windows only 
when the dewpoint of the outdoor air 
is lower than the temperature of the 
cellar walls: The dewpoint may be 
found by stirring with a thermome- 
ter a mixture of tepid water and ice 
in a tin cup and reading the tem- 
perature when dew forms on the out- 
side of the cup.

Washington, August 24.—Stoppage 
of anthracite mining would constitute 
a public emergency, the coal commis- 
sion said today in a formal statement, 
requiring the full cooperation of con- 
sumers with soft coal operators and 
all agencies of distribution, with all 
possible aid through executive action 
by federal and state government. 

The commission’s statement fol- 
lows: 

“In connection with the govern- 
ment’s preparedness measures which 
Lave the direct purpose to make up 
with bituminous coal any possible 
anthracite shortage, the United States 
coal commission makes public its an- 
alysis of official statistics regarding 
the anthracite supply. 

“In the first ce, the anthracite 
mines to date have maintained so 
high a rate of shipment that by Sep- 
tember 1, over 25,000,000 net tons 
of domestic sizes of anthracite will 
be in, the possession of the consumers 
or dealers. This supply, representing 
shipments from April 1 to August 31, 
ig over seven million tons more 
than was distributed by December 31 
last year and only about 17,000,000 
less than the average supply on De.

Is C ted. 

The probe was completed Friday 
afternoon and will later be referred 
to the executive committee of the 
bar association. , 

_ The hearing was featured by read- 
ing of a letter from Governor Clif- 
ford Walker in which he disclaimed 
any personal knowledge of differences 
between Judge 'Joward and Attorney 
Latham, and declared that “prior to 
Judge Howard’s appointment, I heard 
the statement of both Mr. Latham 
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“I reached the conclusion,” the let- 
ter concluded, “that Mr. Latham had 
evidently misunderstood Judge How- 


ard and that nothing improper had 
been suggested; and knowing that 
Judge Howard was an able lawyer, 
with prior experience on the supe- 


rior court bench, I appointed him.” 
May ‘Issue Denial. 
Judge Howard was not present at 
the hearing and declined: any com- 
ment further than that he would 


issue a general denial of the charges 
if requested to make a statement by 
the committee. At the outset, twelve 
attorneys appeared in Judge How- 
ard’s behalf and protested against the 
authority of the committee to con- 
duct the hearing. The protest was 
overruled. 

Attorney Latham was_ principal 
witness, repeating in detail is 
charges that Jndge Howard offered 
to have Solicitor General John A. 
Boykin appointed judge of the new 
superior court and Latham solicitor 
general, provided the latter would 
divide the fees of the socilitor gener- 
alship with him. 

The investigating committee com- 
pleted its hearing shortly before noon, 
during which a half dozen witnesses, 
including Mr. Latham, were heard.

Jones, chairman; Marion Smith and 
John Sibley, announced that a report 
of its findings would be submitted

sociation, in regard to a statement made 
by Mr. Edgar Latham, with reference to 
Judge G. H. Howard, has been received, 

I, of course, have no personal knowledge 
of the conversation between Mr. Latham and 
Judge Howard. Prior to Judge Howard’s 
appointment, I heard the statements of both 
Mr. Latham and Judge Howard as to what 
had occurred between them.

Mr. Smith's letter follows: 
Honorable Clifford Walker, Governor, tSate 

of Georgia, Atlanta, Ga. 

Dear Sir: The Grievance committee of the 
Atlanta Bar association has directed me to 
transmit to you the enclosed copy of a letter 
from the president of the association direct- 
ing certain inquiries to be made, from which 
you will note the nature and extent of the 
proposed investigation. The committee, of 
course, has no knowledge of the facts or 
charges in detail other than is gained from 
this letter and from the current pewspaper 
publications which all of us have read. It 
would appear, however, from such publica- 
tiona that in all probability statements will 
be made to the committee with regard to 
conferences with you as to this appointment 
prior to the time it was made. Should this 
situation develop the committee would be 
faced with the somewhat embarrassing ques- 
tion as to how far they could go in soliciting 
information or statements from you on the 
subject. 

At a conference last night of the com- 
mittee, except Mr. Sibley, who is absent 
from the city, I was directed to write you 
and lay the situation before you. I was 
directed to make it perfectly plain that the 
committee feels it incompartible with the 
dignity and respect due the chief executive 
of this state for us to solicit any informa- 
tion from you or to call for any statements 
except such as you yourself may see proper 
to volunteer. The committee further felt, 
however, that in conducting the inquiry 
they ought to at least offer the opportunity 
for such information to be given and leave 
to you the determination of the proprieties 
involved. 

With this in view, the committee directed 
me to say that if you requested the com- 
mittee to meet in your office for one of its 
sessions to receive a statement from you, 
they would cheerfully comply with the re- 
uest and, in advance thereof, would fur- 
nish you a stenographic report of the 
evidence previously taken. The committee 
does not feel that it can, with propriety, 
go to the extent of requesting this. It 
does not, however, feel that there is any 
possible discourtesy in going as far as the 
present letter. . ;

Other than to say that he would is- 

sue a complete denial of the charges 


against him provided the bar associa- 
tion requested it, Judge Howard de- 
clined to comment on the bearing. 

Edgar Latham, Atlanta attorney, 
who was a candidate for the seat to 
which Judge Howard was appointed, 
was author of* the charges which the 
grievance committee investigated. 

Mr. Latham alleged that Judge 

Howard, several weeks ago, offered 
to have John A. Boykin, present so- 
licitor-general of the Fulton superior 
court, advanced to the judgeship and 
Mr. Latham appointed solicitor. This 
alleged proposition hinged on Mr. 
Latham’s willingness to split the fees 
of the solicitor’s office with Judge 
Howard, who jit is claimed intended 
using his share of the fees to defray 
campaign expenses for the United 
States senate against Senator Walter 
KF’. George. 
_ When he refused. to countenance the 
alleged trade, Mr. Latham testified, 
Judge Howard became angry and an- 
nounced he would ask the governor, 
whose campaign he managed last 
year, to appoint him to the judgeship, 
which was to be created by the 1923 
general assembly. 

Judge Howard did not appear at 
the hearing, but 12 attorneys, mem- 
bers of the local bar association, sub- 
mitted a statement in which they pro- 
tested the jurisdiction of the com- 
mittee to hear the charges against 
the jurist. They advised Judge How- 
ard, they stated, to remain in his of- 
fice and not lower the dignity of the 
bench by appearing for trial. The 
judge, however, would be pleased to 
make a frank statement concerning 
the charges if the committee visited 
his offiee, the attorneys stated. 

Probe Comes to End. 

The hearing was concluded early 
Friday afternoon after six witnesses 
had been heard, and the findings of 
the special committee will be report- 
ed to the executive committee of the 
bar association early next week, ac- 
curding to Chairman Robert P. Jones. 

Mr. Latham appeared before the 
committee and repeated the sensation- 
al charges which brought about the 
investigation. He stated that Judge 
Howard had volunteered to have him 
appointed solicitor general of the Ful- 
ton circuit provided Latham would u1- 
vide “fees of the office’ with Judge 
Howard, and described the meeting 
with Judge Howard, 

“Judge Howard approached me on 
the Monday after Governor Walker 
was inaugurated,” Mr. Latham said, 
“and asked me to come to his office. 
I did so and after making the ob- 
servation that the judgeship bill would 
pass the legislature, Judge Howard 
said he wanted to talk business with 


said the solicitor’s office paid three 
times as much as the judgeship, and 
then told me he would put this trade 
through, provided I would divide the 
fees with him. He said he had heavy 
expenses and needed money badly to 
finance his race against United States 
Senator Walter F,. George in 1926. 
“Would Not Trade.” 


“He said he would not be connect- 
ed with the solicitor’s office, but that 
he would furnish me a young man 
from his office to make it easier for 
us to put our deal through. I replied 
to Judge Howard that I would not 
trade and that I would stand on my 
indorsement from the members of the 
Atlanta bar. 

“Judge Howard became indignant 
when I turned down his p!opositiun, 
and told me that the Atlanta bar 
would have nothing to do with the 
judgeship appointment. He said that 
he would get the job himself, and a 
few days later he did become an ap- 
plicant for the post.” | 

Mr. Latham stated that as soon as 
he learned Judge Howard was trying 
to arrange a financial barter he 
withdrew from the conference and 
went immediately to the office of 
James A. Branch, president of the 
bar association, and explained the 
matter in full to him, 

Later, he continued, he told Attor- 
ney Carroll Latimer and some others, 
finally going to Governor Clifford 
Walker and laying the case before 
the chief executive. ‘The governor,” 
he said, “told me he was in a bad hole 
and greatly embarrassed.” 

“Would Soon Resign.” 

Mr. Latham stated to the commi- 
tee that the governor told him Judge 
Howard wanted the appointment for 
only a few months merely to “gain 
prestige,’ and would soon resign, La- 
tham said he protested against the 
appointment of Howard and told Gov- 
ernor Walker that he did not under- 
stand how Judge Howard could be 
appointed after “these charges have 
been made and after I agreed for 
Governor Walker to call Judge How- 
ard so I might confront him b)efore 
the governor.” The governor is al- 
leged by Mr.‘ Latham to have replied 
that, according to his understanding, 
the proposition was not unethical. Mr. 
Latham said he was still “the gov- 
ernor’s friend’ and that he believed 
the situation was “simply too much 
for the governor to handle.” 


“Mr. Latimer told the committee 
that Mr. Latham told him of Judge 
Howard’s alleged proposition the day 
after it was made and that a few days 
later he saw Judge Howard in the 
capitol and told him that some op- 
position had developed to Latham’s 
appointment as judge. Latimer said 
that Judge Howard asked him to have 
Latham withdraw, stating that he 
(Judge Howard) would secure the ap- 
poirntment from the governor but would 
resign in a few. rionths and wold 
then favor the appointment of Latham 
as a successor. 
Visits John Y. Smith. 

Mr. Latham next told of seeing Rep- 
resentative John Y,. Smith, of Ful- 
ton, and said that the latter went to 
the governor.- Mr. Smith, Latimer 
said, told him that Governor Walker 
was greatly embarrassed and was un- 
der heavy obligations to Judge How- 
ard. ‘The governor, Mr. Smith said, 
would make a definite answer Satur- 


me. He said he could make Governor | 
Walker appoint me solicitor general | f 
and appoint John Boykin as judge. He 
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first conversation with Governor 
Walker was about a week before the 
bill passed in the house and after 
he had seen Mr. Latimer. Until he 
saw Mr. Latimer, he said, he had not 
beard of Judge Howard's candidacy. 
On the Saturday following, he said, he 
ogain went to see th. governor with 
Representative Kempton, and that che 
governor greeted them with this state- 
ment : 

“Tl know what you want and I have 
thought. this matter over. The up- 
pointment is going through all right” 

He said the governor knew he was 
a supporter of Mr. Latham and that 
he inferred from this statement that 
the governor would appoint Mr. La- 
tham to the judgeship. 

Albert Howell Called. 

Albert Howell, Jr., was called by 
the committee and explained that he 
had been called in by the governor to 
aid in straightening out “a bad situ- 
ation,” and that he declined to do so. 

Mr. Howell’ said ‘that at first he 
refused to indorse Mr. Latham “be- 
cause so far as I can learn we have 
never been on the same side of any 
political fence;” but that he later 
indorsed Mr. Latham after heafing 
of Judge Howard’s proposal. 

“I then went to see the governor,” 
said Mr. Howell, “and suggested that 
he investigate the charges., He told 
ine he was in an embarrassing sit- 
uation and asked me to help him 
out. - He said that he was a close 
friend of Mr. Latham and wanted 
to give him the appointment, but that 
Judge Howard had applied for the 
appointment and that he was under 
great obligations to Judge Howard 
and felt that he could not deny him 
with propriety. 

“The governor said that Judge 
Howard only wanted the judgeship 
for the honor and prestige it would 
give him, and had no idea of hold- 
ing it for more than a few months. 
He assured me he would appoint Mr. 
Latham when Judge ewnik suvivani 
and repeated his request for me to 
help him out of his ‘embarrassing sit- 
uation.’ I refused to help him, tell- 
ing him I could not do so in the light 
of the apparently sincere charges 
against Judge Howard.” 

Mr. Branch stated that Mr. Latham 
told him of Judge Howard’s alleged 
proposal a few minutes after it was 
made and “I told him,” said Mr. 
Branch, “that he could not entertain 
Howard’s proposition for a minute, 
because the Atlanta Bar associaticn 
would repudiate him at once. 


Calls on Walker. 


“I then called on Governor Walker 
and told him that the Atlanta bar 
was opposed to Judge Howard, and 
would consider it a serious. reflection 
if an Atlanta lawyer could not be ap- 
pointed, The governor told me that 
he felt he was. obliged to appoint 
Judge Howard to the first place that 
opened—and that this happened to 
be the first place—but that he could 


assure me that the appointment was

only temporary. 
“f then told the governor that al- 


dorse Mr. Latham, that the Atlanta 
Bar association would be hurt and 
would bitterly resent the appointment 
of a man not identified with the local 
bar, even though Mr. Latham never 
got the appointment.

apolis next week, August 29, 30, 31.

The chairman of this committee, 
Hon. Charles S. Whitman, former 
governor of New York; Judge Marcus 
Kavanagh, of Chicago, and Wade H. 
Ellis, of Washington, D. C., spent 
some time in England and France this 
spring etudying the physical applica- 
tion of the criminal laws in order to 
understand the crime conditions of the 
two countries as a basis of compari- 
son with conditions in this country. 
Other members of the committee, 
Charles W. Farnham, of St. Paul. 
and Mrs. Annette Abbott Adams, of 
San, Francisco, have been active ob- 
taining information to lay before the 
bar association. 

The important recommendation 
made by this committée prescribes a 
permanent commission of the Ameri- 
ean Bar association to formulate a 
standard code of criminul procedure 
for all the states of the union. . 
Findings of Committee on Law En- 


forcement. 


Behind every defect in the enforce- 
ment of our-laws, more dangerous 
than any other factor in accounting 
for the number of crimes cummitted 
in this country. is the apathy and in- 
difference of the American people. 

While the general population of the 
United States for the years 1910 until 
1922 increased 14.9 per cent, the 
criminal population increased 16.6. 

The largest proportion of the cri:n- 
inal increase was found in crimes ac- 
companied with violence. 

There exists jn nearly every state 
of the tnion a lack of vigorous en- 
forcement of the criminal laws. 

The means provided in the United 
States for coping with crime and 
criminals are today neither adequate 
nor efficient. 

The criminal] situatidn in the Unit- 
ed States, so far as crimes of violence 
are concerned, is worse than in any 
other civilized country. 

The committee has contented itse!f 
with reporting first, the situation of

How England Enforces Law. 

“We learned that the prison popu- 
lation in England has been steadily 
decreasing since 1876, the latter pe- 
riod sm a about the time when 
the simplification of the English 
criminal procedural laws began to be 
effective. 

“One of the striking reasons for 
this is the fact that it has been made 
possible for anyone sentenced to a 
fine to obtain extension of time for 
its payment at the discretion of the 
magistrate and a defendant may even 
pay his fine in installments.” 

Briefly, the committee finds that 
the speedy trials given the criminals 
are largely resoponsible for the low 
crime rate in Great Britain. 

“The continual appearance of cases 
and reversals by the upper courts are 
practically unknown to English jus- 
tice. 

The Crime Situation in France. 

In 1919, the year statistics were 
last published in France, figures 
show that there occurred in all that 
country 588 murders. In 48 cities of 
the United States last year, repre- 
senting every section of the country, 
but omitting many cities and towns 
from which figures could not be ob- 
tained, there occurred 1,562 murders. 
These cities contain about 21,000,000, 
or a little-over one-fifth of our popu- 
lation and fairly typify the rest of 
the country. 

In accounting for the smaller num- 
ber of crimes in France, it must be} 
remembered that 35,000,000 out of | 
40,000,000 of French inhabitants live 
in small villages, where their ances- 
tors have lived for generations, and 
where every act is carefully scruti-' 
nized.

The builders’ supply people made 
inquiry in council if it was 'awful for 
members of council to enjoy contracts 
with the city. The city attorney 
replied “No.” 

A few days later Mayor Smith 
called the paving committee together 
and at his request they cancelled a 
contract which his firm had for sup- 
plying paving resurfacing material to 
the city. 

A storm broke when news of this 
became public. The real estate board 
took the matter up. Evidence was 
secured which was accepted to show 
that the mayor’s firm of wholesale 
grocers had heen trading with the 
city since he had been in office. 

Mayor Smith made no effort to 
conceal this and asked the fullest in- 
vestigation. In a statement before 
the realty board he contended that 
he had been doing only what had been 
done all along. 4 

Counci] took the matter up and 
not only exonerated the mayor, but 
commended his administration.

“In these doubtful and anxious 
days, when all the world is at -rest 
look where you will, the road ahead 
seems darkened by shadows which 
portend dangers of mary kinds, it is 
only common prudence that we should 
look about us and attempt to assess 
the causes of distress and the most 
likely means of removing them. 


“There must be some real ground 
for the universal unrest and hat 
tion. It is not to be found in super- 
ficial politics or in more economic 
blunders. It probably lies deep at the 
sources of the spiritual life of our 
times. It leads to revolution. .. . 


“The sum of the whole matter is 
this, that our civilization cannot sur- 
vive materially unless it be redeemed 
spiritually. It can be saved only by 
becoming permeated with the spirit 
of Christ, and being made free and 
happy by the practices which spring 
out of that spirit. Only thus can 
discontent be driven out and all the 
shadows lifted from the road ahead.” 

Harding’s Last Speech. 

The last speech of Presidert Hard- 
ing was read for him at a meeting of 
Knights Templar in Hollywood only 
a few hours before the president's 
death. In presenting a symbolic ban- 
ner, the president said: 

“I gladly and proudly join in send- 
ing this banner on its highly purposed 
journey, which is to continue proba- 
bly beyond the span of the lives of 
those here assembled. Wherever it 
inspires more of real brotherhood, 
more of devotion to Christ’s simplest 
teachings, it will not be borne in vain. 

“I charge that it shall not be held 
as a banner of militant force, nor as 
a memorial of deeds of arms, not as a 
mere piece of ritualistic pageantry 
but as a symbol of brotherhood, raised 
to the glory of our Grand Command- 
er, Whose law was love, Whose reign 
was peace.

“We should glorify the Holy Name, 
not by words, not by praise, not by 
displays at arms, but by deeds and 
service in behalf. of human brother- 
hood. Christ, the great exemplar of 
our order. repeatedly urged this truth 
upon His hearers. 

“There was nothing mythical or 
mystical in the code of living preached 
by Jesus Christ. The lessons He 
taught were so simple and plain, so 
fashioned to be marked by the hum- 
blest among men that they appealed 
to the reasons and emotions of all. 
All of His teachings were based upon 
the broad ground of fraternalism and

The exchanges yet to: be made be- 
tween the Mexican and Washington 
governments, it was said, cannot be 
concluded to permit an actual re- 
sumption of relations for several 
weeks at least. In some quarters the 
belief prevailed that the “exchanges” 
referred to by the White House 
spokesman were those connected with 
the claims conventions agreed to be- 
tween the representatives of the twa 
governments during the recent con- 
ferences in Mexico” City. 

The conventions are regurded as a 
vital part of the agreement reported 
by John Barton Payne and Charlee 
B. Warren, the American commis- 
sioners to the Mexico City confer- 
ences, which the Mexican’ govern- 
ment is reported to have approved 
and which, it has been authoritatively 
stated, is satisfactory to the Wasb- 
ington government. 

It sti!] remains, however, for the 
state department to draft the conven- 
tions out of the report submitted by 
Mr. Payne and Mr. Warren and to 
submit them to the Mexican govern- 
ment for approval and _ signature.

Be it resolved by the senate, the house 
of representatives concurring, That the state 
board of education be authorized and di- 
rected to renew contracts new in existence 
with the publishers for supplying basal ele- 
mentary text books in Georgia, for a period 
of two years on the best terms obtainable, 
provided the publishers of such books will 
continue to furnish these books to the schools 
of the state of Georgia at as low prices as 
they fre offering to make coatracts for 
these “books in other states. It being the 
purpose of this resolution to prevent any 
changes. in textbooks in this state or any 
unnecessary expenditure of public funds 
until time Is given for a thorough study 
of. this whole question by the state board 
of education oz a commission appointed es- 
pecially for that purpose.

do not want a change in their books. 
specially is this true at this partic- 
ular time when rural Georgia is strug- 
gling with economic problems almost 
beyond its ability to solve. The gov- 
ernor, by vetoing this resolution, 
opens the floodgates and invites 
changes in all our books. If he does 
not look out, he will have not only 
a rain, but a deluge. 

“I want the governor to point out 
to me where the joker is in my reso- 
lution. If there is any joker, I am 


responsible for it, and did not have | 


sense enough to know it was there 
when I wrote the resolution. 

“The governor also says that we 
can renew the contract for one, two 
or three years. The law expressly | 
states that the contract must be made | 
for five years.

BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Washington, August 24.—The in- 
ternal situation in Germary, notwith- 
standing recent indications of some 
improvement, is regarded in Wash- 
ington with grave apprehension. 

ost American officials for ob- 
vious reasons have refrained from 
discussing the question publicly,. but 
many members of the house and sen- 
ate and others who have studied Eu- 
ropean conditions at first hand and 
this summer agree privately that the 
outlook is disquieting. In broadly 
representative diplomatic circles, too, 
there is a pronounced and almost uni- 
versal note of discouragement. Some 
representatives of countries not con- 
cerned directly with German repara- 
tions regard a crash in central Eu- 
rope as inevitable. 

In diplomatic circles a_ relaxation 
of the pressure in the Rubr is not 
expected because of what is regarded 
as an inflexible public opinion in 
France and even in Germany, said to 
preclude any marked change of pol- 
icy On outstanding questions at issue, 
Any such change was held to be in- 
possible long before Premier Baldwin 
made his initial statement on repara- 
tions in commons in what. has been 
regarded as an effort to save central 
Europe from ‘disaster. 

Wisdom of Policy Proven. 


In these circumstances it has been 
made clear since President Coolidge 
assumed office that there appears no 
course open to the Washington gov- 
ernment with respect to Europe other 
than the one mapped out under the 
administration cf President Harding. 
The wisdom of that policy is regard- 
ed at both the white house and state 
department as slready contirmed by 
events. There is no doubt Washing- 
ton officials want to do what they 
can to help, but the very elements 
which constitute the greatest danger 
signs abroad are regarded as increas- 
ing the peril of any effort toward 
mediation. 

Just what form developments in 
Germany may take is regarded here 
as highly uncertain. In diplomatic 
circles, at least, the degree of the 
danger is believed to hinge upon the 
food situation. Although there may 
be ample stocks, it is pointed out that 
these may not be generally available 
for use because of serious transpor- 
tation and currency difficulties. An 
acute shortage, it is feared, might 
produce a public desperation leading 
to the gravest developments. Infor- 
mation ;eceived in official circles is 
said not to be reassuring, st least so 
far as concerns the food prcspects in 
the Ruhr this winter. 

Collapse Seems Near. 


Although there is apparent in 
Washington a realization that Ger- 
many is confronted with the danger 
of a collapse into bolshevism under 
the continued pressure it is felt that 
perhaps only a separation movement 
might result. On the other hand, it 
is pointed out that anything ap- 
proaching complete dismemberment 
would serve to increase the social un- 
rest and perhaps lead to communism. 
In this connection it is contended 
that the present population of Ger- 
many is about the maximum possible 
under a highly organized industrial 
system and that any considerable re- 
duction in industrial efficiency 
through the setting up of a number

Sunk on Laurentic Is 
Recovered by Divers 


London, August 24.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press:)—All except a few bars 
of the thirty million dollars worth of 
goll bullion which dropped to the 
ocean bed when a German submarine 
sank the Laurentie off Donegal, Ire- 
land, have been recovered by divers 
who. 
on their labors ninety feet below the 
surface of the sea, ‘The thirty bars 
remaining in the wreck, it is expected, 
will be brought up within a fortnight. 

In addition to the gold, which was 
consigned to American bankers, the 
Laurentic was laden with almost five 
million dollars in silver specie. mostly 
in two shilling pieces, all of which 
has been salvaged by the divers. The 
men have been using a diving spear 
with a spear which is in the hands of 
whéther the spear point is touching 
gold or a base metal such as iron.

“It is true that be was in 
my office on the day Stigall was in- 
dicted, but I did not get to speak to 
him and presumed that he was there 
merely as a spectator. John Wilson. 
to whom Mr. Cuburn.- referred as hav- 
ing communicated with me in regard 
to the case, “has not vone so. 

“T received a tetter of a rather per- 
sonal nature today from Mr. Coburn, 
which contained the first information 
aside from press reports, that he con- 
sidered himself as connected with me 
in the prosecution of Stigall.” 


Coburn’s Letter. 


Following Mr. Boykin's announce- 
ment that he was anxware of Cap- 
tain Coburn’s connection with the 
case, he sent the folluwing* letter to 
ceply:

“T will be pleased to have your re- 
ply to this letter, and saall he pleased 
to work in conjunctio): with you, se 
far as my iudzment ‘dictates, and J 
am Yours vers truly.
